BRITAIN DELAYS REPLY 


TO AMERICAN INQUIRY 


Bj AnocUted 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—Delay of 
the British government's reply to the 
American government's Jnquiry for 
an explanation of the meaning of the 
recent admiraltv order, relative to the 
"northaJjout route" around the British 
Isles is believed by officials here to 
be due in some measure to the cab- 
inet changes in London. Ambassador 
Page had been Instructed to present 
an inquiry but as yet he has not in- 
dicated when a reply might be ex- 
pected.

ATTACK OTHER SECTIONS. 


The attack did not bear strongly on the 


reduction in the interest limit from - per 
cent per month to 1- per cent per an- 
num, but mainly instead on a subsidiary 
flection, limiting the amount to be re- 
ceved by the lender for appraisements 
examinations, charges and^, commissions 
to one-fiftieth of a loan under $1000 and 
one-fortieth of a loan over J1000. 


The strongest and most persistent ar- 


guments were leveled especially against 
the' clause prohibiting any fee or com- 
mission whatever in procuring loans for 
a shorter period than six months. 


Thet opponents of the bill set forth 


that through the subsidiary clauses It 
would be detrimental particularly to loans 
on country properties, and that its net 
result would be to increase the rate of 
-interest on an loans. 


They held that the cost of investigat- 


ing 
properties 
preliminary to making 


loans, and other Items of expense would 
more than wipe out a ?20 allowance on a 
$1000 loan, so that the net result would 
be In increase of the Interest on all 
loans. 


The bar to fees or commissions of any 


kind on loans 'or a shorter period thai: 
six months would result in greatly re- 
ducing the number of short term loans, it 
was claimed. 


ENDANGERS ASSOCIATION. 


Judge Frank J. Murasky of San Fran- 


cisco, on behalf of the Remedial Loan 
A«sociation. which, he declared, was com- 
peting with a benevolent purpose against 
the pawnbrokers, argued that the enact- 
ment of the bill would endanger the ex- 
istence of the association. 


Attorney C. F. Cutten. representing 


the Pacific Gas and- Electric Company,, 
argued that the provision against com- 
missions would militate against the un- 
derwriting of bonds, such as the J150.- 
000,000 Issue of P. G. and E. General and 
Refundins bonds, where the company did 
not receive the par value of the bonds. 


Senator W. E. Brown, author of i the 


bill, met the arguments against the bill 
at the close of the hearing by saying: 


'Whenever a humanitaran measure of 


this character comes up, the- question is 
asked what does it coet?" said Senator 
Brown. "There never has been a. bill 
that has met with so many obstructions. !

I do. you would forget 
your fears as to technicalities, and urge 
the signing of thU bill- Forty-two States 
have, laws similar to this, and 30 or more 
have laws more drastic. 


"I am pleading for the man in adver- 


sity, for the thousands who are beins 
gouged by loan sharks."

It is not the way of British spirit 
to abandon an undertaking once definitely begun. The 
movement at the Dardanelles will go on, no matter at 
what cost, either until it succeeds or is demonstrated 
to be an impossibility. The sad thing about it is, that 
whether it be a blunder or not, scores and hundreds o* 
brave men are laying down their lives apparently to no 
purpose.
